The governm ent, he said, had entered 
into no agreem ent or understanding 
w ith the reorganization com m ittee or 
anyone else by w hich they are to have 
the road at $45,000,000 or any other sum. 
The property, he added, would be sold 
under foreclosure to the highest bidder, 
aud the only connection the governm ent 
has w ith the reorganization com m ittee 
is th a t the latter guaranteed th at if the 
governm ent would join in the foreclos­ 
ure proceedings the com m ittee would 
guarantee that a bid of at least $45,000,- 
000 would be received for the govern­ 
m ent’s equities

W hile he was in the cabinet during the 
previous Cuban ret* ilion his business

Thirty-one New Cases of Fever at 


New Orleans. 


N ew O rle a n s, Oct. 6.—A fter two 
days of im provem ent and of promise, j 
the fever situation on the face of the 
record took som ew hat of a turn yester­ 
day. 
For 40 hours there had been no 
death and the num ber of cases had 
shown m aterial falling off from the 
day before, but Last night all previous 
records o f this season were 
broken, 
there being 31 new cases reported and 
three deaths. 
The physicians w ere not 1 
a t a loss to exlaih the increase in cases. 
They took the view th at it m ight be ex- ' 
pec ted that num erous cases would still 
continue daily tobe reported. 
Dr. OUiphant said: “ The stern en­ 
forcem ent of the law requiring all the 
physicians to report promptly both sus­ 
picions and actual cases of yellow fever 
lias had a m aterial effect in increasing 
the num ber of cases. 
As a rule, the 
num erical increase of cases is due to the 
fact that we have so organized our forces 
th at the corps of the board of health is 
now so larg«- and the activity of the 
public in ferreting out new cases so 
great that few, if any, cases are escap­ 
ing attention and prom pt report.

guaranteeing that nay above assertion 
can be demonstrated. 
Besides, I will 
give a good and sufficient bond to make 
good all damages to vaults if I fail in 
the teat 
But if I demonstrate the 
matter as stated above the $1,000 is to be 
returned to me and I am not to be held 
for any damages. 
The above proposi­ 
tion is made with the provision that the 
Banner file a good and sufficient bond 
with 
the commissioners 
to

good all damages to the vaults if

test.

vaults can be broken into in the man­ 
ner I suggest, from the side next to the 
offices, from the hallway or through the 
top from the court room.
